“| publics it is difficult to understand why se 


much hostility has been expressed by their 


| public officials and press during the last six 


months.’ Judging by their recent utterances 
it almost would seem that a sinister agent 
had been at work spreading propaganda cal- 
culated to,injure us among the people of 
those southern nations from whom we had 
no reason to expect anything but the warm- 
est friendship. 

By our strict maintenance “of the princt 
ples of the Monroe Doctrine for over a 
hundred years we have afforded strong pro 


| tection to the republics of South America. 


But for this protection Europe would have 
exploited that country as it has exploited all 
the defenseless nations of earth. We have 
played the part of the big brother, and have 
staved off all aggressive movements calcu- 
lated to change the map of the lower conti- 
nent, as it would have been changed years 
ago had the Monroe Doctrine never been 
promulgated by us and recognized by the 
European powers. 

For many years the gratitude of those re- 
publics toward our government on this ac- 
count was felt and freely expressed. But of 
late years our diplomats and students of po- 
litical economy have noted a marked change 
in their attitude toward the United States. 
Some of them have said that the ties bind- 
ing South America with Europe were now 
stronger than those holding her to America. 


The latest session of the Assembly of the 
League of Nations was marked by signifi- 
cant utterances with regard to the League's 
relations to its South American members. 
The retiring president, Enrique Villages. of 
Chile, said in his closing speech that he 
sees no reason why the League should con- 
fine itself to European nations. Pay! Bon- 
cour of France. added that the League will 
be glad jo consider any question which any 
nation of Latin America cared to lay before 
it. It was intimated that the pending 
treaty between the United States and Pana- 
ma might be “abrogated” by the League and 


be made subject to League review. The 


of Uruguay, is openly anti-American. 

Interference by a Europe-dominated or 
ganization in Latin-American affairs could 
hardly be interpreted otherwise than as a 
violation of the principles of the Monroe 
Doctrine and, though the United States is 
outside the League, it could scarcely con- 
sent to such a proceeding and remain con- 
sistent in its traditional policy.

Japan now has nearly 5000 soldiers in 
Shantung, sent there, so Tokio dispatches 
aay, as “an emergency measure of self-de- 
fense for the security of Japanese residents, 
implying no intention other than the protec- 
tion of nationals.” The Chinese Nationalists 
view the sending of Japanese troops as di- 
rected against their campaign. They re- 
gard Chang Tso-lin’s note to Japan demand. 
ing the withdrawal of the troops from 
Shantung as a mere blind and sltogether in- 
sincere, and point to the fact that Nation- 
alist reverses have followed Japanese ocrcu- 
pancy of the territory under private treaty.

ATURE, as has been intimated 


once or twice in the past, is 


vertainly grand, and in many of 
her manifestations she exalts the 
soul of man to great heights.

The City Prose- 
cutor’s office has filed complaints 
against the owners of the land. The 
City Council has instructed Health 
Officer Parrish and City Attorney 
Stephens to take direct action by or-

When one comes within a block of 
the place one wonders how ‘%ersons 
in the neighborhood can possibly put 
up with it. No smoke—just smell! 

The burning peat bed lies about 
four blocks beyand the end of the 
paved portion of West Jefferson street 
and just across the Pacific Electric 
Air Line. It is located in the low- 
lands adjoining a truck garden. 

Since the little children were 
burned a big red sign has been put 
up warning against trespassing. The 
peat bed is about ten or twelve acres 
in ares. 

If the tnquisitive pedestrian 
down into the bed and on to e 
black “clods” he finds that the sup- 
posed cleds crumble under foot and 
he sinks down into a very powdery 


hot ash. If he gets down on his 


knees and si¢hts across the sunken 
area toward the sum he sees the at- 
mosphere for eight or tén feet above 
the surface dancing with heat waves 
as though over a bed of hot ashes. 

No fire is visible. But from the 
cracks and crevices here and there 
particularly around the edges of the 


bed comes an occasional wisp of 
smoke. The smell of the hot air is 


suffocating. Out on the center of the 
bed a few scattered railroad ties lic, 
half burned. 
Mitimates as to how long the peat 
bed has been burning vary. Some say 
about two years. Others say sbout 
four. About « year ago Fire Chief 
Scott had a company out there pour- 


ine water into it for about three 


weeks. His work gave the fre a tem- 
porery set-back. 

Last Sunday it was discovered that 
a vacant jot near Potomac and Jeffer- 
son, was producing the same phenome- 
non—the very ground was burning! 
Apparently it had been smoldering 
for weeks unnoticed. A special fre 
company under Assistant Chief Blake 
and ~ Battalion Chief Gemberiing 
poured tons and tons of water into 
it 


A word of warning to those whose 
curtosity takes them to the peat 


bed. Despite the harmiess appearance 
of the thing. keep out of It.

Placed in Antenna Circuit

With the various methods recom- 
mended for controlling the volume 
of the usual radio receiver, none 
is simpler or more efficient than 


that of placing a variable high re- 
sistance in the antenna circuit.

Every year the dahlias seem to grow more 
lovely in color, with more varied and beau. 
tiful tints. Especially charming were the 
collarettes, while the cactus and hybrid cac- 
tus were more radiant than ever. But aside 
from the beauty of the flowers, the most 
outstanding feature of this Third Annual 
California Dahlia Show was the admirable 
cooperation and the fine way in which the 
community as a whole put the show across. 


Daffodil Kalifornia 
Many and lovely are the flowers which 
have originated in California, but it would 
be hard to find one with a more interesting 
history than has the very beautiful daffodil 
which is just beginning to be disseminated. 
Neither daffodils, nor tulips, nor narcissi, 


-have thriven and bloomed in Southern Cali. 


Yornia as have giadioli. Tulips had a trick 
of blooming before the stems were well up, 
the blossoms being tempted by our brilliant 
sunshine to appear too soon, and the same 
thing happened in the narcissus family— 
abundant blooming, but noi with the bal 
ance and proportion of stalk and foliage to 
make the flower a perfect whole. But this 
California-grown daffodil is a rarely beauti- 
ful flower, well-poised, on an adequate stalk 
and showing no touch of weakness. And ii 
is the result of long experimenting. 

A. C. Edington, of Baake-Edington, of Saw 
telle, sends a very interesting account of 
the origin of his famous daffodil, and its 
development under the patient, unceasing 
care of the noted horticulturist, the late 
George Jason Streator of Santa Cruz. Mr. 
) Streator loved plants passionately, as do 
most men who work for years with them, 
and Mr. Edington well recollects the pecu. 
liar tenderness with which the old horticul. 
turist touched his bulbs. “No mother,” he 
says, “could show more tenderness in cover. 
ing a sleeping baby, than was in his fingers 
when he planted his beloved bulbs which, 
to him, held such infinite promise. He 
seemed to be talking to them softly. “What 
is it you are saying? | asked. And a little 
shamefacediy he said, ‘| was just telling it 
| had done everything | could for it, and 
that now it must grow into something very 
beautiful.’ 

“Daffodil Kalifornia,” says Mr. Edington, 
“began life as a seedling twenty-five years 
ago in a little greenhouse which George 
Jason Streator had built on to the living 
room of his Ohio home Here he had 
planted selected seed of the daffodil, ‘Em. 
peror. 

“Two -years later, Mr. Streator moved to 
California, deciding, as many another horti 
eculturist has done, that this state offered a 
larger scope for his life work of horticul- 
tural experimenting, and he brought with 
him his tiny bulblets. Then, for five years 
more he waited. At last his patience was 
rewarded and his daffodils were budding. In 
that bed of seedlings on a stem three inches 
high was a twisted, one-sided bloom, but of 
better substance, larger tube, and of differ. 
ent shape from the others; different, also, 
from its parent, the ‘Emperor. Poor as it 
was, Mr. Streator saw promise in it. ‘Next 
year, he said, and isolated the chosen one. 
Next year came and again something was 
wrong. With the true horticulturist’s pa. 
tience he waited for still another year and 
“ seven years went by 

“At last came a spring, another bad on 
the daffodil, a few warm days and Mr. 
Streator saw his dream come true—a great 
glorious golden bloom on a tall steni— 
perfect, distinct. The large flaring tube 
was beautifully frilled; 
straight, even, well-placed perianth, and a 
flower of greater brilliance than any daffodil 
in his garden. This was the beginning. 
Year after year he dug and planted, sepa. 
rated and replanted, until there was one 
row bearing great five-inch blooms, 
with their long, heavily ruffled trumpets.

i THOSE chronic skeptics who delight 
in quoting the old saying that “figures 
don’t lie, but liars will figure,” we has- 
ten to state that the statistics which form 
the basis of this article were largely bor- 
rowed from the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, United States Department of 
Agriculture, and any doubt as to their au- 
thenticity is, therefore, a direct reflection 
upon Uncle Sam. Millions of dollars are 
risked each year on the dependability of 
government statistical data, and the only 
person who has any real reason to question 
them is the family head who, after reading 
that the average American family consists 
of 4.1 persons, is presented with triplets 
twice in succession. 


In a recent article, the writer used the 
carlot shipment records issued by the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Beonomics to show the 
position Southern California and the State 
take in the production of agricultural com- 
modities moved by rail. In this article we 
will use the same records to give an idea 
of the wide range of production in the South- 
land and the all year ‘round harvest, em- 
phasizing the economic stability that this 
program brings to us. It is an accepted fact 
that the development of any urban center 
depends largely wpon the resources of the 
trading area, and especially on the stability 
and permanence of its agriculture. The 
economic stability of Los Angeles, then, 
largely rests on the soundness of the agri- 
cultural industries of Southern California. 


In reviewing the carlot shipments of fruits 
and vegetables from the ten southern coun- 
ties of California, one is forcibly impressed 
with the number of commodities répresent- 
ed in this record, which carries only the ma- 
jor products. Last year thirty-one fruits 
and vegetables were listed, and in addition 
to this, other records show that there are 
walnuts and almonds, and nine major field 
crops grown in the Southland that are of na- 
tional importance. These forty-two crops 
represent but a part of the commercial agri- 
cultural production of this region, for sowhe 
commodities are grown only for local con- 
sumption, or the cannery and dry yard. 

But the most significant feature of the az- 
ricultural scheme in Southern California is 
that it comprises not only all three classes 
of crops, but also the wide range from those 
indigenous to the north temperate zone to 
subtropicals. We have brought crops from 
the far lands and adopted them as our own, 
and in many cases, they are more prolific 
and of better quality than in their native 
environment. 


INTERESTING “PAPER” TRIP 

To emphasize the above statement, let us 
take a “paper” trip from Los Angeles to the 
Imperial Valley and back through San Di- 
ego. Going out the Valley Boulevard, we 
pass through El Monte, where the walnut, 
a native of Persia, thrives. Then, on the 
higher levels, less susceptible to frost. we 
come to the citrus groves, and a subtropl- 
cal atmosphere. Beyond Ontario, there are 
thousands of acres of grapes, indigenous to 
the south temperate zones, and other acres 
of canning peaches. After passing again 
through a citrus district around San Bernar- 
dino, we climb up through Beaumont and 
Banning where hardy cereals, hay, cherries, 
apples and other products of the north tem- 
perate zone are found. 

From Banning, we drop about 2300 feet 
in forty-three miles to the Coachella Valley, 
below sca level, where the date is produced 
in a commercial way. And on into Imperial 
Valley, where cotton, alfalfa and other field 
crops, as well as vegetables which can be 
planted only during the summer in other 
sections of the country, are harvested dur- 
ing the winter. 

One route from the Imperial Valley, 
which is aleo a dairy country, leads through 
the San Diego mountains, stronghold of the 
cattleman. Coming up the coast from San 
Diego, one travels through the avocado dis- 
tricts, the seat of the bulb and flower in- 
dustry, and vast fields of lima beans, to 
reach again the citrus groves and wainut 
orchards of Orange and Los Angeles coun- 
ties. In making this circle, we see about 
the sum total of the world’s agriculture. 

JUNE IS PEAK MONTH 

A study of the 1926 carlot shipment re- 
port shows that Southern California reaches 
its peak movement of fruits, vegetables and 
melons in June. An average of 628 cars a 
day, or 18,853 cars, were loaded that month 
last year. In November, shipment is at its 


. lowest ebb, yet 4338 cars, an average daily 


loading of 139 cars, was recorded last No 
vember. The total movement from the ten

Year "Round Crop Movement Spells Stability For All Southern California; 
Fruits and Vegetables Valued at Two Hundred and Thirty-One 
Million Rolled From Ten Southern Counties Last Season

southern counties last year was 113,530, 
which gives an average movement of 311 
cars per day. While any Sgure on the av- 
erage value per car is only an estimate, a 
conservative valuation of $1000 per car, 
reached by the known average vaiue of 
commodities which make up the bulk of 
the shipments, would give an f.0.b. return 
of $113,530,000 for the commodities listed. 
In addition to this, other commercial! fruit, 
nut, vegetable and melon crops, bring up 
the value of crop production in the ten 
southern counties to $231,000,000, a figure 
placed by a compilation of reports from the 
various county horticultural commissioners. 

Just to give a more intimate view of our 
all-season harvest, let us make a month by 
month analysis of the carlot shipment fig- 
ures. Better than any other statistical rec 
ord does it emphasize the sustained agri- 
cultural income of the Southland through 
every month of the year. 
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In January, there were 9211 cars of fruits 
and vegétables shipped from Southern Calli- 
fornia points, comprising nineteen major 
commodities. Of course, citrus fruits from 
all counties lead in volume durthg this 
month, as they do almost every month of 
the year. However, 3240 cars of lettuce 
moved during this month, originating large- 
ly in the Imperial Valley, while cauliflower 
and celery from Los Angeles and San Diego 
counties were also in heavy supply. Taking 
our average valuation per car of $1000, the 
return on commodities shipped for January 
would total $9,211,000. 

In February, shipments dropped off slight- 
ly to 8841 cars, with the same commodities 
listed above in heaviest volume. The f.0.b. 
income from the month’s movement would 
total $8,841,000. March saw quite a heavy 
increase in shipments, with citrus fruits, 
and particularly the nav | orange, respons- 
ible for the greater volume.

the Califermia State Fei 


Greatest of Los Angeles County Fairs to 
Open Its Gates Tuesday 


HE Los Angeles County Fair, recog- 
| nized far and wide as one of the great 
expositions of the United States, will 
open its doors to the public next Tuesday, 
September 20, for a fiiveday run ending 
Saturday night, September 24. The 1927 
fair is expected to eclipse any yet staged by 
America’s greatest agricultural wealth-pro- 
ducing county. 

Many of the departments, it is indicated, 
will exceed in number and quality of exhib- 
its some of those of the greater State fairs 
of the country. The horticultural and agri- 
cultural division will in itself constitute a 
great exposition. Some of the live-stock de- 
partments are to offer exhibits of unusual 
merit and there will be the usual mammoth 
poultry show. 

The main tent exhibits are to be larger 
in all divisions. than ever before, the man- 
agement says. There will be 300 feet of 
tables devoted to plate displays alone at 
the 1927 fair. Rack displays of fruits will 
eceupy double the space of any previous 
fair. 

In order to make room for the large en- 
try of feature exhibits dn annex to this de- 
partment has been added for the education- 
al exhibits of the farm centers, agricultural 
extension service, county flood control, 
county horticultural department and other 
efficial agencies. 

The decorative scheme in the “big top” 
will be borrowed from liand this year, 
everything being Dutch in effect. All sug- 
gestion of the true nature of the great en- 
closure will be skillfully eliminated, no part 
of the big canvas canopy being visible, 
crepes and satins forming walls and ceiling. 
One continuous Dutch landscape will en- 
circle the display room, 1600 feet of paint- 
ing. The racks against the outer walls 


will reach up to this landscape being sur- 
mounted with tulips and lilies of the Neth- 
erlands. Hundreds of large lanterns will 
light the tig enclosure. 

The industrial department will be inter- 
esting as usual and will be decorated in 
keeping with the main exhibit department. 
Every form of farm machinery, pumps and 
equipment, with latest improvements and 
appliances, will be on display in the ma- 
chinery tent. 


Enlargement of the automobile depart- 
ment was required this season, to care for 
the demand for space. This department 
will have an original and distinctive decora- 
tive treatment this year. 


NIGHT HORSE SHOW 


Among the notable features of the fair 
will be the night horse show, which has at- 
tracted entries from all over the country. 
The show will have an exceptionally good 
tanbark ring enclosed in an old Spanish wall 
that will give the finished appearance of a 
permanent, enclosed show place. Over 200 
horses are entered. The harness classes, it 
is said, will be the largest that ever came to 
Southern California. rnation Stables, 
Carnation, Wash.: D G. Weldy, Nevada, 
John Hubby, Mason City,lowa; Bridgeford 
Brothers, Joy, Ind., Divan and Sons, Monroe, 
Wis.. and James McCleave, Victoria, B. C. 
are some of the entrants from other sections 
of the country. 


A feature of the horse show which has 
always held interest for the audience is the 
six-in-hand class for heavy horses. There 
will be seven entries in this class this fall, 
as well as an eight-in-hand classification. 
Five entries have been made in this latter

and cauliflower continued to move, however, 
and shipment of asparagus started from the 
Imperial Valley, while Los Angeles county 
packed her regular quota of moved vegeta- 
bles. Based on the total movement, the in- 
come from shipments in March would total 
$11,612,000. 


* During April, the carload movement again 
slacked off, with a record of but 7661 cars. 
This largely represented citrus fruits, cauli- 
flower, celery, carrots, lettuce and mixed 
vegetables, originating in Los Angeles, San 
Diego and Santa Barbara counties. To- 
matoes started rolling from Imperial Val- 
ley in April. The estimated f.0.b. income 
from shipping specialties during+April was 
$7,661,000. 

With the coming of May, carlot movement 
of vegetables, fruits and melons doubled 
over the previous month, with a record of 
15,632 cars. Impertal Valley cantaloupes 
are chiefly responsible for this increase, 
however, although Los Angeles county sum- 
mer celery and mixed vegetables, Coachella 
Valley Bermuda onions, Kern county pota- 
toes, and Imperial Valle¥ tomatoes contrib- 
nn during May, should be $15,- 


With a movement of 18,853 cars of fruits, 
vegetables and melons, June took the lead 
in 1926 in the movement of perishable agri- 
cultural products. This is generally true, 
due largely to the fact that shipments of 
Imperial Valley cantaloupes and watermel- 
ons were at their peak, while citrus fruits, 
potatoes and summer celery, as well as a 
wide range of other products are moving. 
In fact, the June shipment record shows 
that twenty-one different crops were shipped 
from California in carlots, bringing an f.o.b. 
return of $18,853,000. 


THD LAST SIX MONTHS 


After the heavy peak shipments in June, 
the July total dropped off to 11,909 cars. 
Cantaloupes and other melons were still be- 
ing moved during this month; Imperial and 
Coachella early grapes, Santa Barbara coun- 
ty summer lettuce, Kern county potatoes 
and Kern and Imperial Valley watermelons 
contributed largely to the total. In 1926, 
July shipments of citrus fruits were the 
heaviest of any month during the year. 
F.o.b. returns on the twenty-two commodl- 
ties shipped during the month would easily 
reach $11,909,000. 

Because Southern California does not par- 
ticipate intensively in the deciduous fruit 
and grape shipping industry, August ship- 
ments were light, with but 6208 cars mov- 
ing. This total is made up of citrus fruits, 
grapes, lettuce, pears and tomatoes. The 
f.o.b. income, based on our accepted aver- 
age cariot valuation, 
There was very little increase 
ment during September. The 
ments totaled 7557 cars, and this was main- 
tained through increased shipments of 
grapes and tomatoes. Citrus fruits dropped 
off slightly in volume of movement. Octo 
ber shipments were a little less than in 
September, or 6065 cars, largely given over 
to citrus fruits, lettuce, grapes, mixed vege- 
tables and tomatoes. The estimated value 
of the September and October shipments 
was $7,557,000 and $6,065,000 respectively. 


In November, shipments from Southern 
California are at their lowest ebb, due to 
the fact that the citrus fruit movement is 
lighter then than in any other month of the 
year. However, during this month caullt- 
flower, grapes, lettuce, mixed vegetables, 
peas, peppers, spinach and tomatoes are us- 
ually being shipped. The estimated f.o.hb. 
return for these shipments in 1926 was $4,- 
338,000. December shipments picked up 
considerably to reach a total of 5.643 cars, 
with the navel orange crop coming on. It 
was during this month last year that the 
bulk of the new crop lima beans were 
shipped. Carrots from Santa Barbara coun- 
ey, lettuce, celery. caulifiower and mixed 
vegetables from Los Angeles county, peas 
from Imperial Valley, and tomatoes from 
San Diego county make up the total which 
had an estimated f.0.b. value of $5,643,000. 


It is emphasised again that this record 
only covers the commodities shipped by rail, 
113,530 care on which an estimated f0.b. 
value of $1000 per car was placed. Each 
month of the year, there is income from oth- 
er crops, such as alfalfa,.cotton, hay, grain, 
walnuts, almonds, canning and drying fruits, 
and market gardens. But this monthly car- 
lot record gives an authentic picture of the 
all year ‘round harvest and sustained in- 
come, therefore it has been utilized for the 
purpose.

ed near this city, the Balfour<uthrie Raneh 
east of town and the Vail-Coberly Ranch 
nine miles west. The former company expects 
to ship about 6000 head of hogs th's year and 
the latter, approximately 7000. Both com- 
panies ship the piga at feeder size to the 
Coast where they are fattened on garbage, 
the Balfour-Guthrie output going to yards 
near San Diego and the Vail-Coberly ship- 
ments to fattening yards near Santa Monica. 

Five hundred pure-bred DurocJersey brood 
sows are kept on the Vall-Coberly Ranch, and 
as a first crdes has been found to produce a 
good market animal, these sows are bred to 
eight pure-bred Poland China boars. All 
the cross-bred pigs are sold, but to maintain 
the breeding stock a number of Duroc boars 
are kept as well. 


To accommodate so many animals, 298 
farrowing pens are necessary, and these are 
arranged on two sides of a driveway a quar- 
ter of a mile long. The pens are substan- 
tially bulit and are 8x16 feet in dimension. 
Inside each pen is a smaller enclosure with 
an opening just big enough for the little 
pigs. In it is a concrete feed and water 
trough where the babies can be safe from 
their mother and eat without having to com- 
pete with her. 

Trees have been planted on both eides of 
this “pig lane,” and tule mats, lifted over the 
pens on timbers, provide additional shade. 
Water is piped through the entire plant and 
3500 gallons daily are necessary for the ant- 
mals. The sows are fed soaked ground bar- 
ley and tankage, and the latter seems to 
supply their craving for meat, so there Is 
little trouble experienced from the sows eat- 
ing their pigs. 

Every precaution is taken to keep the 
quarters sanitary. After the removal of 
each litter the pens are cleaned thoroughly 
and given a treatment of sheep dip. The 
sows are oiled before they farrow to kill the 
lice, and this usually gives the litters im- 
munity from these pests for a couple of 
months, but nothing has ever been found 
which will eradicate lice permanently. Gen- 
erally one oiling a month is enough, but this 
spring the lice were worse than usual and 
two ollings were necessary. Oilling is done 
very rapidly. About seventy-five animals 
are run into a small pen, and the oil is 
thrown over them out of buckets. Eight 
hundred gallons of crude oll are used annu- 
ally on the place. 

Great care is taken in the breeding. Every 
three years a complete change is made in 
the boars, outside stock being secured to 
prevent any possibility of in-breeding. No 
gilts are ever bred until they are at least 
eight months of age, and boars are well ma- 
tured before use. As a result the pig crop is 
notably strong and vigorous. 

This year the sows have averaged seven 
and one-fourth pigs to the litter. One sow far- 
rowed seventeen normal pigs and all but 
one was saved, but the litter was divided, 
part of the family beiag given to a less pro- 
ductive mother. Each sow is expected to 
farrow two litters a year. The farrowing 
seasons last about two months, beginning 
the middle of March and the middle of Sep 
tember. 

At about three weeks of age the pigs be- 
gin to look for feed in their troughs, and at 
six weeks they are turned out with their 
mothers, thirty litters together, on pasture. 
At seven weeks they are vaccinated against 
cholera, and after this are left with their 
mothers for about ten days more when the 
sows are put on pasture of their own and 
the pigs are crowded along in growth as 
rapidly as possible. In about three and a 
half months the market pigs weigh around 
forty to sixty pounds, which is feeder size. 
and then they are trucked to the railroad 
and shipped to the fattening pens af Santa 
Monica. The spring outpyt from the Vail-Co- 
berly Ranch will be about 3500 head. 

Only 305 acres of the large holdings of 
the company are used for hogs, and this 
tract is cut up into pasture fields of eight. 
ten and twenty acres. ‘Four men are em 
ployed the year around in the hog_plant. 

W. B. Coberly is the resident manager for 
all the Vail-Coberly interests, and Henry 
Fischer is the foreman.

Year by 
year, in the comparatively short time that 
has elapsed since the site for the South- 
land’s great classic was definitely and per- 
manently fixed at Pomona, the facilities for 
staging it have been enlarged, but just as 
regularly they have been outgrown. In the 
time that has elapsed since the last showing 
sixteen acres have been added to the al- 
ready large grounds, enough, it would seem, 
to provide against overcrowding for some 
time to come. According to the manage- 
ment, however, that extra space is none 
too much to comfortably take care of the 
splendid exposition of 1927, what with the 
addition of new exhibit tents and the en- 
largement of older inclosures, and the ar- 
rangements that have been made for auto 
parking space to take care of the record- 
breaking crowds that are sure to attend. 


The Los Angeles County Fair has in a 
sense outgrown its name. It is not only the 
official fair of the county that annually pro- 
duces more agricultural wealth than any 
other in the United States, but a truly rep 
resentative California event. It draws en- 
tries from all over the State and from oth-

One thing, 
however, calls for early and serious consid- 
eration and that is the question of provid- 
ing permanent buildings and _ facilities 
worthy of such an exposition. The Los An- 
geles County Fair can’t be indefinitely 
housed in tents.

a makeshift setting. This fair of ours is 
worthy of permanent buildings as good as 
any to be found in the country and it will 
never be what it can be until such a home 
is provided. Here is something for all Los 
Angeles county to be thinking about. The 
city of Pomona has done its share by donat- 
ing the site. 


Cotton Prospects Good 

Reports from cotton-growing areas of Cal- 
ifofnia as of Septembér 1, released by 
the bureau of agricultural economics of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
co-operating with the California Department 
of Agriculture, indicate that the crop is in 
generally good condition. The condition of 
the State crop was given as 90 per cent of 
normal, giving promise of a: high yield 
should autumn weather be favorable for the 
maturing of the crop. Approximately 90,- 
000 bales are expected to be harvested from 
the 127,000 acres of cotton now standing in 
the State. The condition of cotton in Lower 
California, Mexico, on September 1, was giv- 
en as 90 per cent of normal, indicating a 
production of 62,000 bales from 110,000 acres. 


Sixteen hundred and thirty-five farmers 
in California are keeping cost accounts this 
year under the guidance of L. W. Fiuharty, 
farm management specialist for the agricul- 
tural extension service of the University of 
California.

I first learn 
through try-outs of the single-foot, rack, fox- 
trot, pace, running-walk, short lope and jig- 
trot, which one of these gaits naturally 
seems to suit an animal, then I keep him 
closely at work on that particular gait until 
he has learned his lesson thoroughly.

Banning Is Harvesting 
‘Almond Crop 


BANNING.—Harvesting of the almond 
crop in this district, the only section in 
Southern California where almonds are 
grown commercially, began the latter part of 
August and will be completed by the last of 
September. The crop this season is unus- 
ually light, according to R. H. Combs, man- 
ager of the Banning Almond Growers’ As- 
sociation. 

The harvesting of aknonds is an interest- 
ing process. After the hulls have opened, 
two large canvas sheets are placed under 
the trees to catch the nuts as they are 
knocked off with long poles by a crew of 
men. They are then emptied into boxes and 
taken to the hulling plant. After hulling, 
the nuts are placed in long trays and al- 
lowed to dry in the sun for several days. 
They are then taken to the association 
warehouse where they are graded, steamed 
and sulphured to bleach and kill insect life. 
after which they are stored until marketed. 

There are 1200 acres of bearing almond 
orchards in the Banning district, 1000 acres 
of which are in the territory immediately 
surrounding the town, 109 acres on the Mo- 
rongo Indian Reservation northeast of Ban- 
ning and the remaining acres at Cabazon, six 
miles east of the city. Approximately 400 
tons of almonds were produced in the Ban- 
ning section last year. The Banning Al- 
mond Growers’ Association is a member of 
the California Almond Growers’ Exchange, 
and practically every grower in this district 
is a of the 


Fruit Crops Excellent 
in Pass Area . 


BEAU MONT.—This has been an unusual. 
ly good peach season and the heaviest crop 
In years has been harvested in this district, 
according to F. C. Moffett, manager of the 
Beaumont Fruit Growers’ Association. Pick- 
ing of Tuscan clings started August 1, to be 
folowed by the later varieties, some of 
which are still being harvested. Last year 
the association handled about 32,000 pounds 
of fresh peaches, and it is expecte that this 
year's output will be about the same. There 
are 1000 f matured peach orchards in 
the San Gorgonio Pass district, of which 
the Beaumont and Banning area is the cen- 
ter. 

The pear crop in this section is light. but 
the fruit is larger and of better quality than 
last year. The association handles about 
half the pear crop grown in the Beaumont 
section. It is too early to estimate the ton- 
nage that will be sold through the cold stor- 
age plant, but last year the association sold 
nearly 100,000. pounds of summer Bartlett 
pears, 30,000 pounds of Flemish Beauties, 
25,000 pounds of winter Bartletts, 18,000 
pounds of D'Anjous, and several thousand. 
pounds of other varieties. 

The plum crop is reported good this year, 
and is expected to exceed last year's out- 


12.295 pounds of Burbanks. Climax, Dam- 
sons, Gold Drops, Plumcots, Wicksons and a 
few others. 

Prunes are light in this section, and only 
about half a crop is ‘expected. The apple 
crop around Beaumont is also light, being 
good only in spots, and is later than usual. 
Rome Beauty. Winesap and King David 
varieties are expected to yield only about 
half a crop. Delicious and several other va- 
rieties are reported as exceptionally short. 
There are now about 1500 acres of matured 
apple orchards in the Beaumont section.

In 
the month of May alone, 1091 carloads were 
shipped, and a daily movement has gone for- 
ward throughout the entire eight months of 
the period. Fully $2,563,072 has been paid 
to growers for these products, according to 
the figures of the county agent. 


The monthly carlot movement from the 
Santa Maria Valley thus far this year, as 
complied by the county horticultural agent, 
follows: January, 377 cars; February, 272; 
March 946: April, 685: May, 1091: June 793: 
July, 403; August (first four weeks) 327. The 
movement during September and October 
will be slow. consisting of but a few car- 
loads of lettuce,’ but in November and De- 
cember shipments of lettuce, cauliflower, 
tomatoes, beans and celery will run heavy.

“Redberry” Control Is 
Easy Matter 


By F. MH. ERNST 
Agricultural Extension Service 


“Why are all these redberries in my 
blackberry patch, and why doesn't the fruit 
ripen? I used to raise excellent berries, but 
lately they haven't been maturing properly.” 

This and similar complaints are coming 
before farm advisers and horticultural ex- 
perts more and more each season. Berry 
patches up and down the State of California 
are suffering more each year from this “red- 
berry” condition, often referred to as a plant 
disease. The fruit, when affected, is red 
at harvest time, and remains so for a week 
or longer, finally drying up or decaying. An 
infestation in a berry patch may develop in 
three or four years to a point where the 
entire crop is finally ruined. 

The “redberry” condition is caused by a 
mite which enters the flowers and infests 
the berries as the drupelets are forming. They 
cause an uneven and retarded ripening. 
and an abnormal red condition. This con- 
dition is found in commercial patches, as 
well as in back yards, where it has on 
many occasions ruined the crop prospects. 
In order to see the mites, it is necessary 
to separate the drupelets of the suspected 
berries, and examine them underea good 
hand lens or a microscope. They are too 
small to be seen by the naked eye. 

The control of the “redberry” disease is, 
therefore, obviously a problem in mite 
control. Local growers are finding it good 
insurance to spray the vines in the winter 
and early spring. in order to kill the hiber- 
nating mites before they gain entrance to 
the flowers and blossoms. F. G. Ferry. at

REDLANDS.—At the Mission Duck Farm 
west of Redlands, 8B. F. Curtis has been 
raising some fine Black Pekin ducks and al- 
so some Buff Orpingtons. The ancient 
“ganje” or irrigation ditch, built by the In- 
dians under the direction of the padres a 
hundred and thirty-fiVe years ago, runs 
through the place.

laya, Crandall and some other blackberry 
varieties are known to be injured. Exper!i- 
ence will indicate when control measures 
for this pest become nécessary. When pro- 
tection does become necessary, spraying 
may be considered good insurance and 
should not be overlooked. The biggest and 
most experienced growers agree that the 
mite is so widely distributed, and control 
measures are so certain to give results, that 
no berry grower can afford to risk losing 
even a part of his crop by failing to make 
proper application of spray materials.

From the brief facts stated, it seems this 
patient is suffering from a catarrha! and in- 
flamed state of the mucous membrane, evi- 
denced by an inability to digest foods and 
the excessive formation of gases.

Heart Murmurs 
Los Angeles, Cal. 
Dear Dr. Lovell: 


I Rave read your column ever since you have 


so-called “heart murmur” 
which is what I've been told by three M.D.’s 
(two of them insurance examiners) that I 
have, one calling it a leaking valve, one a pro- 
nounced murmur and the third “mitral re- 
gurgetation.” 

They all advised taking things very easily in 
order to avoid any strain on the heart.

About seven 
years ago I had scarlet fever which left me 
with inflammatory rheumatism. I had it for 
one winter in all my joints and I've 
that some medicine I took for that may have 
hurt my heart.

disease in hitherto healthy animals it Is de- 
signed to protect, besides resulting in varous 
other unpleasant consequences of a physcal 
nature. As far as acting as a preventive of 
rabies is concerned, vaccination has not, to 
my knowledge, proved its case. The whole 
situation is In such a speculative condition 
that at a recent meetng the State medical 
boards of New York, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey decided to remain neutral for the 
present as far as eflther advocating or con- 
demning antirabies vaccination was con- 
cerned. 


“Why, then, should there be so much azi- 
tation for vaccination campaigns backed by 
special ordinance? Well, some of those who 
favor such lews are innocently ignorant and 
believe they are really championing a just 
cause. For the rest, remember these few 
facts: anti-rabic serum can be made and sold 
at a handsome profit; local public officials 
are not always deaf to the proposals of 
manufacturers who offer a share of the 
spoils; and the general public is prone to 
panic and belief in the printed word. 

“Rabies is not a seasonal disease. It is as 
frequent (or as rare!) In winter as in sum- 
mer, though popular belief generally assigns 
it to the warm months. The reasons for 
this misconception are not far to seek: 


“In the minds of nearly everyone the ‘mad’ 
dog foams at the mouth, his tongue hangs 
owt and he dashes excitedly about. Very 
well; therefore, every dog exhibiting any of 
these “symptoms is necessarily rabid! The 
fact that he is probably some poor, innocent 
beast half crazed by fear tormenting street 
urchins, complicated by lack of water and 
too much hot weather, is seldom thought of. 
Only rarely is his trouble attributed, as it

There is, of course, no 
positive way of according the ruins any defi- 
nite date. But the periods of the various 
pueblo sites may often be determined more 
or less accurately, by an expert, from the 
pottery fragments, or sherds, that abound in 
them In great quantities. 


In. this manner again the Galaz Ruin 
proved to be unusual. Almost as much 
trade ware, in the way of pots and sherds, 
was found here as typical Mimbres coiled 
and black-on-white ware. Some pleces obvi- 
ously had been traded up from Chihuahua, 
Mexico, from the Little Colorado region, 
from the Tularosa, the Upper and Lower 
Gilas, and the Rio Grande! That these 
finds were unusual is evidenced by the fact 
that such was not the case in the ruins be- 
ing excavated ten miles below, at Swarts, or 
in the site being explored fifteen miles 
above, near the old Three Circle ranch. At 
these places, while there was some intrusive 
ware, the rule was typical Mimbres pottery. 

Unter the floor of Room D, which itself is 
situated directly beneath an open space, or 
plaza, some six hundred feet square, be- 
tween Rooms No. 10 and 11 and an unex- 
cavated space adjoining Room No. 7, were 
found two small copper bells that still tin- 
kled musically. These bells, much like 
sleigh-belis in appearance, are either Aztec 
or Mayan in origin, as the Indians of the 
Basketmaker. Post-Basketmaker, and Pue- 
blo cultures were never known to have 
manufactured them, or to have worked tn 
any metal at all. Ané@ they were here long 
before the time of the Conquistadores. 
These also point to a far-flung trade, since 
they undoubtedly came up from the south- 
ern part of Mexico, and possibly all the way 
from Central America. 

Many things give support to the possfbil- 
ity that the Galaz Ruin in its best days was 
an ancient center of trade. Among these, in 
summing up, is the fact that the village it- 
self is almost directly at the foot of the new 
modern automobile highway over the moun- 
tains, which long ago must have been a 
great Indian trail, Inasmuch as that particu- 
lar road passes through the only cleft in the 
mountains for miles In either direction. Be- 
ing an Indian trail, here the Indians must 
have traveled in great numbers, from many 
different pueblos all over the Southwest. 
With them they brought, as gifts and to ex- 
change, not only odd and unusual types of 
pottery and other utensils, but also new 
and odd ideas, which latter must have taken 
root in the minds of certain of the Mimbres 
Indians at Galaz. 


This would account for the unusual num- 
ber of cremations found, which are in them- 
selves unusual for this region. Shell beads,

A skeleton found in Room 
No.2 was lying on its back In semi-flexed 
position, with three great stones on top 
of it, presumably to hold the limbs down. 


Few ornaments are found with these earth 
burials. Im every case the back, or occipl- 
tal, of the skull was fattened from being 
bound tightly to a cradleboard in infancy. 
Some of the few infant bodies found showed 
‘but a trace of this artificial deformation of 
the skull, but it was nevertheless apparent. 
A polished rubbing stone was found under 
the skeleton of a woman in room No. 8. 

But to get back to the rooms themselves 
and their general structure. The walls were of 
stone and puddled adobe and even rubble, 
those of the lower occupation being of supe- 
rior construction to those above. Floors 
were either of hard-packed adobe alone, or 
else Im some cases consisted of a layer of 
inch+thick adobe over a middle layer of flat 
stone slabs, and then another inch-thick lay- 
er of adobe. These were scraped out care 
fully with a trowel. In the center of these 
floors, in the rooms of the lower culture, 
were found great charred cedar stumps, that 
had once acted as supports for the roofs. 

Room B had a lime of three large posts. 
set some three feet deep in the floor and re- 
inforced with surrounding stones at the 
base, running down the middle from east to 
west, and on either side of these there were 
four smaller ones. Room six had a single 
great post in its very center, while Room 
D had two large ones running from east to 
west in its middie. It was at the foot of 
the west ome that the cache of arrowheads 
was found, and a few feet away eight or ten 
sandstone pipes were found. This particu- 
lar room, D, was by far the richest In mat- 
ter of individual finds of utensils, orna- 
ments, and the like, that were brought to 
light. Here also were found two small 
bowls half full of greem turquoise beads and 
pendants and smal! olivella shell beads. A 
necklace of these olivella beads was found 
with the skeleton of an infant in room No. 
14. 


As the excavation progressed, the Mexti- 
can diggers became much more proficient 
and careful, and even learned to develop 
skeletons properly for photographing. “El 
Indio” and “El Esqeleto” they called them, 
as they stood off and gazed somewhat awed 
at the exposed remains of some ancient 
warrior. Although the Mexican inhabitants 
of the valley are supposedly very superst!- 
tious, this trait did not appear at all in 
those connected with the museum 
tion, and before long the skeletal finds were 
regarded by them somewhat stolidly. 


That part of the Mimbres Valley where 
the Galas Ruin is situated is In the midst of 
a typically West environment. 
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attend their Friday night dances in one vil- 
lage or another. 


At the end of about two months of inten- 
sive digging. two connected tiers of rooms, 
running roughly from southwest to 
northeast, and some seven rooms in length. 
or about one hundred and fifty feet, 
lay exposed to the gaze of the curious and 
the studious. Between those of the second 
row there was an open plaza of larger size. 
Beneath all of these rooms were almost 
equal numbers of lower occupation pueb!os, 
and in all some four pit rooms cut out of 
Pleistocene gravel. This red, original grav- 
el was encountered at various depths 
throughout the entire ruin, and when met 
was left alone as there remained nothing 
further to be found below it. 

The fill in tle different rooms was prac- 
tically the same in all cases. Once in « 
while a clay firepit would be found, some- 
times an unexplained streak of lime or 
chalk, and every room had its quota of bird 
and deer bones, some of the latter turning 
up in the shape of worked awlse. It was 
necessary to sift much of the promising soll 
through a fine screen In order to find small 
arrow points, beads, and even missing frag- 
ments of a pot. 

Twenty pots were taken out of room D in 
one day, seven or eight of these being the cre- 
mations mentioned above. Such cremations 
are usually made up of two pots, the olla con- 
taining the ashes and an inverted bow! over 
its mouth. Some of the urns have curious 
handies moulded on to the necks, and one 
was found with a little figure that resembled 
a poodle or chow dog standing with curled 
tall, looking down into the mouth of the 
bowl. Im one of the cremation urns, which 
instead of having another bow! Inverted ov- 
er it had a flat rock set upon its mouth, 
were found two highly polished shell amulets 
or pendants, carved in the form of moun- 
tain Mons, with the tails curved under the 
legs much in the shape of the rockers on a 
child's hobby horse. The eyes were of in- 
laid turquoise, although one of them was 
missing at first and had to be sifted for. Ac- 
cording to the side having the inlay, the 
animals faced in opposite directions.

part of half a week, and the Museum Ford 
was brought into action. A steel scraper 
was attached to ft and great quantities of 
earth were dragged back into the ruins by 
this means. although the following day a 
team of horses netted much better results 

Since but one skull resembling that of a 
domestic atimal was found, and which is in 
all likelihood that of a coyote, it is to be 
supposed that these Indians had no domes- 
tie pets. Deer and even sheep bones were 
found, together with many bird bones, but 
nothing to show that they had ever domesti- 
cated dogs or chickens: or any other ani- 
mals. However, there remains the represet- 
tation of an extremely playful and domestic. 
looking dog as the handle of a bow! thar 
was unearthed in room D. This would sug- 
gest the opposite. The Indians were doubt- 
less @ more or less peaceable and peace- 
loving race, engaged in the pursuit of agri 
culture and little given to warfare, as shown 
by the lack of war implements discovered 
and the type of small arrow points found. 
It is also more than probable that they were 
a people much given to trade and com- 
merce, and they may even bave sent pe 
riodic expeditions to distant places after one 
commodity or another. Had they not lived 
so close to an unfailing river, and in a fair- 
ly rainy country, perhaps they would also 
have developed a great irrigation system 
along the lines of that of Casa Grande. 

The discoveries of the expedition will as- 
suredly be of great benefit to the purpose 
behind it. Under the directorship of Dr. 
James A. B. Scherer the Southwest Museum 
has but newly rededicated itself to the sel- 
ence of man, as it is to be studied in his 
arts and accomplishments in the South- 
west, such as his cliff-dwellings, pucblos, 
and burials. Dr. Scherer states that it 
will from now on be the policy of the Mu- 
seum to have its expeditions spend about 
three months in the field, and then supple- 
ment with an equal time in the Museum en- 
gaged in laboratory research work. In this 
way, discoveries can be better studied and 
checked up, deductions can have the bene- 
ft of scientific research, and the work itself 
will be facilitated im every manner.

T THE foot of a great modern pass 

through the mountains that hem in the 
weet side of the Mimbres Valley in New 
Mexico, there lies an ancient and forgotten 
Indian village. some thirty miles distant 
from Silver City. Centuries must have 
passed since the last time this site echoed 
to the footfalis of a living people of the race 
who first built upon i. And Time has 
smoothed down the olden pueblos with their 
massive stone walls until those who seek 
them must dig beneath the level of the sur- 
rounding desert. 

Such hag been the task of the expedition 
to the Mimbres of the Southwest Museum 
of Los Angeles,.which spent some three 
months In the field, camped less than fifty 
yards directly below the ruins. Today the 
village is known merely as the Galaz Ruin, 
for the reason that .) is situated on the 


~ ranch of one of the inhabitants of the val- 


ley. Manuel Galaz. Three members of the 
Southwest Museum's field staff composed 
the expedition, and the nearest postoffice 
by which it might be reached was Santa 
Rita, twelve miles west. There are few 
white Americans in that part of the coun- 
try. 

That the art of the old pueblo builders 
who first lived here attained a high degree 
of both efficiency and beauty is attested by 
the many interesting finds of the expedition. 
Far and above everything else, however, it 
seemed that the ancient aborigines’ main 
business in life was to manufacture pottery, 
beginning with qa more or less crude bowl, 
to finish at last with pots and ollas almost 
as perfect as if they had been turned on a 
wheel, and with two and three color poly- 
chrome designs that delight the modern ar- 
tistic eye. 

This advance in pottery-making is of the 
greatest ald to the archeologist is deter- 
mining not only the period at which a people 
lived, but their degree of culture, their place 
of habitation, and in many instances their 
outstanding customs. They are also enabled 
to trace the cultural movements and mi- 
grations of the different races of the South- 
west, by the distinctive sherds discovered in 
one place and another. The Mimbres In- 
dians developed a distinct type of pottery, 
the earliest forms of which consist of a 
rather crude, smoke-blackened coiled ware, 
and a primitive black-on-white decorated 
bowl. At the Casa Grande ruin, in Arizona, 
where the Museum maintained an expedi- 
tion for several months up to the end of 
April, the earliest type of pottery consisted 
of a red-on-buff designed ware. 

Mimbres pottery of a more advanced 
period of art, in the decorated ware, is dl- 
vided into two classes: that having a geo- 
metric and that having a naturalistic de- 
sign. The first consists of a pattern that 
corresponds throughout in geometric rela- 
tion. The second is made up of bowls 
having an animal or human design either in 
the center or around the sides. There is 
quite a jump from the early type of coiled 
and plain ware to the higher art of depict- 
ing figures from life. Dr. Alfred V. Kidder, 
excavating at Pecos, thinks that this change 
in the potter's art was not due to natural 
transition so much as it was to the genius of 
a single Indian with new ideas. 


It is also to be noted that these animal, 
or naturalistic decorations, while they are 
intended to be representations of the bear or 
deer or rabbit they depict, are not actual 
and faithful pictures of these animals. in 
other words, they more nearly resemble 
caricatures. or cartoons. Kidder is of the 


- opinion that the Mimbres Indian had a well- 


developed sense of humor, and that such pic- 


tures appealed to him very strongly, so that 
they were purposely drawn in this distorted 
manner. Thus we are seemingly made ac- 
quainted with the first and original Ameri- 
can cartoonists, and once the art began it 
was faithfully carried on until it became 
more or less conventional to depict life in 
such a way. | 


Other tribes of Indians have done much in 
the same way. The famous “Thunderbird” 
design appears in many different aspects, 
but it is always recognizable for what it is. 
Often enough it seems to be little more than 
a series of curved lines, but the unusual 
representation is dictated by convention. 
The Mimbres Indians developed a typical 
representation of a human being, which is 
readily recognized and placed by archeolo- 
gists. As the peculiarity of Egyptian art 
represents it as typically Egyptian, so that 
even if it is found im far countries it is 
recognized, so do all Indian drawings and 
pictures identify themselves characteris- 
tically. 


The Casa Grande puebio builders differed 
from the Mimbres Valley Indians in several 
notable ways. The former built their 
pueblos, or houses, entirely out of caliche, re- 
inforced by sticks of pinon wood, while the 
latter used rounded stones and adobe pack- 
ing. These caliche pueblos attained a 
height of two or three stories above ground, 
the main Casa Grande ruin itself standing 
some five stories high today. Caliche Is a 
form of adobe which is puddled into a much 
tougher substance so that it becomes more 
durable and lasting. Mimbres houses are 
but a single room in height, so far as is 
known. And again, the later cultures of the 
Casa Grande region enclosed their homes 
inside a protective compound wall, whereas 
there is no evidence of this whatever in the 
Mimbres. 


a. 


Their manners of burial are always a key 
to the customs of a,race. At Casa Grande 
the Indians almost invariably cremated their 
dead, although the expedition did find one 
complete female skeleton in one of the 
rooms in the Adamsville operation. The 
Mimbres Indians, at the Galaz Ruin, almost 
exclusively buried their dead in flexed or 
semifiexed positions beneath the floors of 
their homes. But again there are the usual 
exceptions to the rule. In addition to one 
or two cremations found at the northeast 
end of the ruin, some seven or eight were 
discovered in one day under the floor of 
Room D, at the southwest end. Another 
difference is this: the Casa Grande burials 
were found in a separate burial ground, 
apart from the houses and rubbish mounds. 


Excavations were carried on by the South- 
west Museum's expedition at Galaz from the 
first of May until the last of July. The ex- 
pefiition leaving Casa Grande temporarily 
split into two sections, one of which went to 
Springerville, Arizona, to delve into the 
Upper Gila cultures, and the other of which 
made its camp on two adjoining ranches in 
the Mimbres. The sleeping tents Were situ- 
ated on the Gumm ranch, and the mess tent 
om the Galaz place. A barbed wire fence 
had to be negotiated In going to and from 
these important places, and it was not long 
before everyone concerned had a jagged lit- 
tle trademark in the shoulder of his shirt. 

Abaut fifty yards directly in front of the 
camp flowed the Rio Mimbres, always 
sparklingly cold, and very harmless in 
appearance for a stream that could at times 
become a raging torrent flooding the sur- 
rounding landscape for miles im all direc 
tions. The ruin itself was on top of a thirty- 
five or forty-foot hill that protected the rear 
of the camp, and giant cottonwoods provided 
ample shade throughout the day. It was al- 


ways cool In the camp itself no matter how 
hot it might become up on the excavation. 

There was but one restriction that Senor 
Galaz placed upon the excavating, and that 
was that when it was completed for the 
summier the site should be filled in again so. 
that stray cattle might not fall in and break 
their necks. Three good-looking young Mexi- 
cans from the neighboring town of San Lo- 
renzo, an adobe metropolis half a mile 
northeast, were hired as diggers, and work 
commenced at once. Nothing could have 
been more deceiving to the average eye, it 
would seem, than the outward appearance 
of that ruin at the start. Typical range- 
land, covered with enormous numbers of 
sherds, many broken metates and moanos, 
and an occasional faint tracing of wall out- 
line. Moreover, it was dotted with great, 
devastating pits, where enthusiastic, but 
vandalistic, pot-hunters had hopefully dug. 
Wherever a pot-hunter’s spade encountered 
a wall, that wall was sure to suffer. 


Work at first consisted of establishing one 
of these stone walls and then following 
along it at a certain depth, taking care not 
to crash through one connecting with it. 
Unfortunately, this very thing happened on 
more than one occasion, as it is extremely 
dificult to trace a wall from surrounding 
dirt and rocks that resemble it in almost 
every way, and some mistakes were bound 
to occur. 


Tt was not long before several rooms, 
which were identified by the fact that four 
walls enclosed a rectangular space, lay open 
and exposed. Then it was decided to go 
down deeper in Room No. 1, at the south- 
west end of the excavations, until the first 
floor level was reached. This brought to 
light an interesting state of affairs. The 
floor, composed of flat slatelike slabs be- 
neeth a thick layer of hard-packed adobe, 
was built over a lower wall that bisected 
the room in the middie. Deeper excavation 
on either side of this new wall brought to 
light another room, directly underneath both 
Room No. 1 and Room No. 2.

September 28, 1642-——-To Juan 
Rodriguez Cabrillo, a Portuguese 
navigator in the pay of Spain, is 


awarded the honor of discovering - 


California. He was not only the 
first white man to see its coasts, 
but also to explore and map them. 
It was an epoch of tremendous 
discoveries of whole continents 
and vast oceans, an area of gigan- 
tie conquests. In 1492 Columbus

Rivera, therefore, crossed the Gulf, from 
Loreto to the Province of Sinaloa, Mexico, 
at the beginning of the year 1780; and for 
a year did his best to secure there and in 
Sonora the twenty-four families called for 
by De Neve. But he could get only twelve 
families, by paying them the first year's 
allowance in advance. 

In March, 1781, these colonists crossed 
the Gulf of California and arrived at Loreto, 
and proceeded thence to California, under 
Lieutenant Zuniga, as Rivera himself was 
marching overland from Mexico to Califor- 
nia, taking with him a bunch of live stock, 
some supplies and a number of soldiers 
that Rivera had enlisted for service in Cali- 
fornia. Rivera followed Anza's overland 
route, and finally arrived at the two just- 
founded pueblo missions at Yuma, where 
the padres were in great alarm over the 
hostile attitude of the Yuma Indians. But 
Rivéra, who was used to the. docile Indians 
of the two Californias, and deemed the 
Yumas to be equally harmless, orly laughed

First Constitutional Convention of 
California 
September 3, 1849—The history of the 


a mere Territory, as many States once were 
but sprang into political being, like Minerva 
from the Brain of Jupiter, as a full-fledged 
State—thanks to its first constitutional con- 
vention, and the able governors lent it by 
the United States Army. It now had a 
State constitution, a State Legislature, State 
capital, a duly elected Governor, algo some 
Representatives and two United States Sen- 
ators—Gwin and Fremont—who had no 
place to go, as California had not been ad- 
mitted into the Union as yet; for Congress 
delayed its admission, due to the perennial 
quarrel between the North and the South 
over the question of slavery. 


California's sentiment of nationalism was 
strong, and its people craved admission in- 
to the Union; so its near-Senators and near 
Congressmen set out for Washington, in 
January, 1850, with high hopes and a long 
memorial to Congress, requesting “in the 
name of the people of California, its admis- 
sion into the American Union.” However, 


being ridiculed, and his husky forty-year-old 
son who was a member of another club 
came over to find out about Jt.

Santa Ynez Mission Founded 


September 17, 1784—Along the Santa Bar- 
bara Channel! there dwelt in numerous vil- 
lages, in early days, at least ten thousand 
of the highly intelligent Chumash Indians, 
who probably had both oriental and South 
Sea Islander blood in their veins, and were 
go shrewd at a bargain that Governor Fa- 
ges called them “the Chinawen of Califor- 
nia.” They were friendly enotgh just then, 
but they were spirited and independent, 
and their numbers made them formidable 
in case they wished to interrupt the Span- 
ish line of communications that ran from 
San Francisco to San Diego, via Monterey. 
To contro] these Chumash tribes, the mis- 
sion of Sas Buenayentura was founded at 
the present Ventura im 1732, and that same 
year a presidio was founded at Santa Bar- 
bara, to hold the red men in check.

Sen Fernando Mission Founded 

September 8, 1797—When Governor Por- 
tola, with his padres and escort, was 
marching northwards to found Monterey, 
he left the future site of Los Angeles on 
August 3, 1769, proceeded westerly along 
the old Indian trail to the Indian village of 
Cahuenga; went on through Cahuenga Pass, 
and thus entered the San Fernando Valley, 
then thickly populated with Indians. On 
the adjacent hills Padre Crespi saw live 
oak® (encinos) and many smal! native wal- 
nut trees, so he called this valley E! Valle 
de Santa Catalina de Bononia de Los En- 
cinos—the Valley of St. Catherine of Bo- 
nonia of the Live Oaks. ~ 

Later the missions at Ventura and San 
Gabriel were duly founded; but, In between 
these early centers of light, lay this very 
fertile valley, wherein then roamed many 
red men. So the padres scouted around 
this section, and finally selected this site, 
largely because Francisco Reyes had taken 
up a rancho here and erected thereon some 
buildings, in which the padres lived whilst 
the buildings were going up at this mission, 
which was formally founded on September 
8, 1796, and duly named the Mision San- 
Fernando Rey de Espana-—St Ferdinand, 
King of Spain. Being within a short dis- 
tance of Los Angeles, and close to two 
other missions, it had the advantage of a 
more or less settled region; and having 
many red lieges and fertile acres, i soon 
became one of the richest of all the mis- 
sions. 

Fray Francisco Gonsales de Ybarra ruled 
from 1820 to 1835. A bluff, thicket, jovial 
man, whom the Spaniards called Padre Na- 
poleon for his doutinating ways, and his en- 
thusiastic insistegte that San Pernando was 
the finest of all the missions, and its va 
ried products were the very Mest of all in 
California! He had many Yows With the 
unruly soldier guards here; but was a 
shrewd bargainer, and even outdid the Yan- 
kee traders in deals for hides and tallow.

Russian Invasion: Founding of 
Fort Ross 

September 10, 1812—Russia early planned 
to seize the whole Pacific Coast. Count 
Rezanof had come hither, in 1806: in 
1808 and 1809 the Russians had appeared 
at the coast, north of San Francisco: land- 
ed at Bodega Bay, and started a settlement 
there. Their supreme audacity reached its 
climax in the formal founding of the strong- 
ly armed fort—Fort Stawianski—later 
called Fort Rosse by the Americans —sixty- 
odd miles above San Francisco, on the sea 
coast. This event created a profound sen- 
sation in Europe, enraged Spain, and so 
alarmed the United States that President 
Monroe had it largely in mind, when he 
enunciated the Momroe Doctrine. 

During thelr thirty years’ stay in Califor- 
nia, the Russians were “viewed with alarm” 
by Spain and Mexico, whose rulers often 
ordered the governors of California, to ex- 
pel these presumptious Muscovites. This 
was easy enough to order—-but the govern- 
ors had neither the men nor the guns. And 
the bearded Russians didn’t leave until they 
were ready—which was in 1841. 


Sola, First Mexican Governor of 
California 


September 16, 1822—Curiously enough 
Sola, the first Mexican Governor of 


California, was a Spaniard—and the sec- ; 


ond one was a Californian, a native son, 
born in San Francisco, who was chos- 
en Governor by the California Assembly on 
November 16, 1822—thus making Sola’s ten- 
ure of office only two months long! Sola 
had been the Spanish Governor of Califor-
